Reality 


One of the more depressing 
elements in the school cases 
which now begin to be moments 
of decision in the 
Deep South is 
the continued 
unwillingness to 
face reality. 


There are two 
realities. One is 
of the pocket- 
book amd. the 
other is of edu- 


mese-twin real- 
ity, separate, yet linked together. 


It is dismaying enough, for ex- 
ample, to have a university stu- 
dent leader reveal the depths of 
his immaturity by pleading that 
the governor or legislature *‘keep 
a university open but segregat- 
ed.” But to have grown men in 
pulpits, managerial and editorial 
offices or in the government, say 
the same thing = seriously dis- 
counts the future. 


Here, indeed, is the nub of the 


an indictment against 


Americans. Like others, they in- 
escapably are a part of their his- 
tory and their environment. They 
have been grossly deceived across 
a long span of years by the lead- 
ership which has said it will keep 
the schools open but segregated 
or that it will ‘“‘do something.” 


End Result 


There are examples of the end 
result of reality if there is a will 
to look at them. Arkansas can 
offer Gov. Faubus, who first 
sought to defy the processes of 
law. He and his state are still 
paying the pocketbook costs. They 
will be so paying for a long time. 
It may be gratifying to some 
citizens of the state to have a 
governor like Mr. Faubus, but he 
is an expensive luxury. He could, 
incidentally, be of great_service 
to the South if he would rise to 
the occasion and advise defiant 
state governments to comply with 
the courts. 


Gov. Jimmie Davis, the gui- 
tar-playing, ballad-singing gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, is a study in 
Jack of leadership. It is under- 
standable that evén those who 
support him do not find words of 
praise palatable. Louisiana, too, 
is paying the pocketbook costs of 
the late Earl Long and Gov. 
Davis. 


The pocketbook argument is 
perhaps the most effective one. 
That violence, apologists for the 
violent, false prophets and deceit- 
ful leaders have confused the is- 
sue is true. 


But even they cannot hide the 
increasing evidence of what it 
costs to listen to falsehood and 
unreality.

There isn’t a 
city or town that isn’t desperate- 
ly trying to obtain some. indus- 
trial employment. The need is 
greatest in the Deep South. It is 
not without explanation that the 
Chambers of Commerce in Geor- 
gia, South Carolina, Alabama and 
Mississippi are speaking of the 
need for thousands of new jobs.

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Georgia Looks to 
The Legislature 


While closing the University of Geor- 
gia for even one day is regrettable, Gov. 
Ernest Vandiver’s appeal to the Legisla- 
ture to permit its reopening is an act of 
high courage in which Georgia will take 
pride. 

The Legislature can do no less than 
follow the governor’s responsible lead. 
Both the Legislature and the governor 
need the people’s help and support. It, 
too, will be forthcoming. 

This act by Gov. Vandiver justified 
the faith that his friends have had in him 
to meet crisis with courage. 


Before his late action, a general re- 
action to his State of the State speech had 
been: “What did he say?” 

He said two things. 

First, he said he had run a good ad- 
ministration, and he has, without raising 
taxes. 

Second, he said “We cannot aban- 
don public education,” and we can’t. And 
he had the courage to stand up and say 
so. 

For reasons of his own, Lt. Gov. Gar- 
land Byrd watered down his own com- 
ment to the Senate. He abandoned his in- 
tended run with the ball—‘“we must 
find” a way to keep schools open—and 
handed it off to others—“you must seek 
ways and means” to do it. Maybe he 
didn’t want to get out ahead of the gov- 
ernor. We don’t know. Sen. Carl Sanders 
and Rep. Frank Twitty were already out 
front before the governor spoke, and they 
are the leaders of House and Senate. 

Gov. Vandiver further noted that we 
have got to “provide a new plate of 
armor,” recognizing that present segre- 
gation laws are useless. He didn’t say 
how to forge the armor. He appeared to 
leave that to the Legislature. 

Who are the men in the legislative 
branch who will stand up now and 
lead? 

Obviously Georgia doesn’t want the 
University closed. Obviously the people 
cannot abandon public schools—and they 
now know that delay in preparing an 
effective alternative risks surrender of 
the state’s power to control desegrega- 
tion. 

What did the governor say? He asked 
the Legislature not to abandon public 
schools. The people are behind the gov- 
ernor in that, and they are now looking 
to the Legislature for strong men to do

Proposals on Budget 
Will Chart the Future 


Gov. Vandiver’s State of the State 
summary yesterday reflected progress in 
a wide variety of endeavors. 

Particularly significant is the fact that 
more money has been pumped into build- 
ing programs and other government op- 
erations without a tax increase, The gov- 
ernor’s promise that he will not ask this 
session of the Legislature for a tax hike 
sets well with the majority of Georgians. 

The two reasons’ why such a pledge 
can be made are increased revenue and 
sound fiscal practices. Particularly note- 
worthy are the savings effected in the 
purchasing department through genuine 
competitive bidding and careful buying 
practices. 

Outside of what the governor had to 
say on public education, among the por- 
tions of his address drawing the most in- 
terest had to do with mental health and 
a “crash” program to widen and resur- 
face highways. 

In regard to mental health Gov. 
Vandiver pointed out that an 18-million- 
dollar building program is under way. 
Particularly encouraging is the fact that 
again he referred to the goal of a mental 
health program second to none in the 
nation. 

As for the highway proposal, there 
has been—as Gov. Vandiver said—30 
years of wanton neglect in protecting the 
taxpayers’ investment. What the admin- 
istration has asked for is a 100-million-

dollar bond issue. Details of the plan 
should be spelled out as to exactly which 
roads and where are to be widened or re- 
surfaced. Also, what about a built-in 
formula to provide for future mainte- 
nance? 

Second only to the showdown in edu- 
cation is the governor’s budget recom- 
mendations which he will make within 
a few days. 


The order of priority for expendi- 
tures, together with the way fiscal man- 
agement is handled, will be watched care- 
fully by all Georgians and to a large ex- 
tent will determine how the history of the 
Vandiver administration stacks up.

Ike’s Cuba Action 
Helps Kennedy 


W}SHINGTON—The incoming Kennedy ad- 
ministration’s problem of dealing with Fidel “ 
Castro has been greatly eased by a stout and : 

sensible decision of the outgoing Eisenhower administration. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s break in diplomatic relations with that hysterical 
and extraordinarily offensive tin horn of international communism is, 
of course, tut-tutted by those who invariably prefer a policy of 


many words to a policy of any deed. 


Suggestions that we have fallen 
into some clever “‘Castro trap,” 
however, are very wide of the 
mark. The loser is Castro, not the 
United States. And a clear winner 
is the Kennedy administration. It 
has been saved the nuisance of 
having to confront a chronic Car- 
ibbean crisis at the instant of 
taking office. And it has been 
spared the embarrassment of hav- 
ing to open its tenure by doing 
then just what Eisenhower has 
now done. | 

So Kennedy receives a breath- 
ing space in which to rally Latin 
American opinion in the inexo- 
rable common process of cutting 
Castro down to size. The end of 
it can hardly be doubted: In one 
perfectly lawful way or another 
he is going out of power in Cuba. 
His current attempts to curry fa- 
vor with Kennedy by slandering 
Eisenhower will gain him one 
thing—Kennedy’s total contempt. 

The cry of “Yankee imperial- 
ism” is pretty good stuff among 
the Latinos. For that cry Castro 
found plenty of sympathetic ears 
below the Rio Grande. His ‘‘revo- 
lution,” moreover, was vaguely 
popular with some other Latin 
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American nations, notably Mex- 
ico, which think of themselves as 
fine progressive revolutionaries 
and of us an old stick-in-the-mud 
outfit. : 
But Castro long since began to 
do more than pull at the tail 
feathers of the American Eagle. 
He was peddling his “revolution” 
all over Latin America. This, too, 
was more or less tolerated by 
most of the Latinos. Their fear 
of Castro was balanced off by the 
unhappy fact that they do not 
madly love us. (Now, they respect 
us; and that is what matters.) 

But then came Fidel’s folly—a 
thing worse than wrong in cynical 
political minds because it was 
toweringly foolish. When he made 
it impossible for us to deal at all 
with him, he automatically accel- 
erated his own isolation. For if 
the United States can no longer 
treat him officially, no other na- 
tion in this hemisphere can deal 
with him really effectively. 

The United States is the power- 
house of this hemisphere. And 
when you shut down the power- 
house all the lights in the vicinity 
will begin to go out. 
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Eggs Were Once 
Laid on the Fly 


ee I have been watching with some delight a 
% ~ good, nutty correspondence in “The New Scien- 
SS =z Ss tist.” A chap wrote in and, with suspect naivete, 
asked for further information about a curious experiment he had 
conducted with eggs. He threw an egg over a 30-foot-high house

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which it cleared by a margin of 10 feet. The egg landed on the lawn 
and did not break. When he let it roll off his hand held three-and-a- 


half feet above the grass it broke. 


There was a significant pause 
while the readers of this journal 
considered the problem. H. G. 
Morgan of Dawlish then suggest- 
ed that “the physical structure 
of an egg clearly demonstrates 
that it is designed for atmos- 
pheric flight, with precautions 
against damage under conditions 
of abrupt deceleration. This is 
perhaps an evolutionary relic of 
the period when eggs were laid 
on the wing before the present 
decadent habit of nest-building 
developed.”’ 

He went on: “The failure with 
an egg dropped from 3 ft. 6 in. is 
amply explained by the fact that, 
with such a short drop, there was 
insufficient time for the egg to 
assume its correct flight orienta- 
tion. This failure is hardly sur- 
prising, for what bird would ever 
lay an egg sideways from a 
mere 3 ft. 6 in.?” 

This egg pull was followed by 
letters from seven other read- 
ers who have been hurling fresh 
eggs and the more venerable Na- 
tional Mark egg all over the 
place, The result was that boiled 
eggs were off the menu while 
scrambled eggs and omelettes

was that ‘“Bull-terrier bitches 
aged approximately eight years 
will eat raw eggs found in long, 
wet grass with avidity,” while 
“a raw egg running down the 
face of newly painted stucco is 
not decorative.” 


Some years ago I involuntarily 
conducted almost the same egg 
experiment. I had been given a 
magnificent goose egg (nine and 
a half ounces) which I was about 
to boil when I dropped it on a 
stone kitchen floor from a height 
of one meter (1 favor the metric 
system for this type of research). 

As it burst I brought all my 
skill into play as an excellent 
one-time fielder in the slips and 
send-caught the egg. Then, with a 
fine upward swoop, I managed to 
land the sticky, fragmented mix- 
ture of yolk, white and broken 
eggshell into the awaiting sauce- 
pan. The solution. seems to be 
to build a 30-foot-high house in 
the kitchen and get on with the 
job in comfort.

You farm a strip a year, 
then let it rest a year, and culti- 
vate the one next to it. 


Mustard yields 1,000 Ibs. to the 
acre and sells at $5.75 per 100 
Ibs. Joe McDonald had just paid 
a farmer for the 1960 crop—$13,000 
less $54 for the seed to sow. Not 
a bad return—grain for grain. 

Yellow mustard seed goes into 
spread for domestic hot dogs. 
Brown mustard goes to Japan for 
a bland blend of vegetable oil— 
no color, no taste.

Setting Aside Stay 


Here is the text of the order by Judge Elbert P. Tuttle of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals setting aside the stay granted by 
U.S. District Judge William Bootle; 


This application by the original | 
plaintiffs, Hamilton E. Holmes 
and Charlayne Hunter, the appel- 
lees in this Court, seeks an order 
of the undersigned as a Judge of 
the Court of Appeals for the Fifth 
Circuit vacating an order of stay 
pending the appeal entered by the 
District Court this (Monday) 
morning. Authority for the grant 
of this Court of the relief sought 
is found in Rule 62(g) of the Fed- 
eral Rules of Civil Procedure, 
which provides as follows: 


*(¢) Power of Appellate Court 
Not Limited. The provisions in 
this rule do not limit any power 
of an appellate court or of a 
judge or justice thereof to stay 
proceedings during the pen- 
dency of an appeal or to sus- 
pend, modify, restore, or grant 
an injunction during the pen- 
dency of an appeal or to make 
any order appropriate to pre- 
serve the status quo or the ef- 
fectiveness of the judgment sub- 
sequently to be entered.” 


The injunction issued by the 
trial court on the 6th day of Jan- 
uary, 1961, by the Honorable W. 
A. Bootle, United States District 
Judge for the Middle District of 
Georgia, permanently enjoined 
the defendant, Walter N, Danner, 
his agents, employes, successors, 
associates and all persons in ac- 
tive concert and participation 
with him from denying the plain- 
tiffs the right to enroll and enter 
the University of Georgia as stu- 
dents therein effective this day, 
if the plaintiffs should so elect. 
The said judgment of injunction 
was based upon extensive findings 
of fact. These findings expressly 
held that the plaintiffs had been 
and were being denied their con- 
stitutional rights under the 14th 
Amendment to the United States 
Constitution solely on account of 
their race or color by the denial 
by the defendant of their right 
to enter the University of Georgia 
as students. This conclusion by 
the trial court was amply sup- 
ported by subsidiary findings of 
fact. 

Notwithstanding the findings by 
the trial court that the plaintiffs 
were being denied such constitu- 
tional rights solely by reason of 
race or color, the trial court, upon 
motion of the defendant Regis- 
trar, granted a stay of the in- 
junction pending an appeal by the 
University officials to the Court 
of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit. 


The grant of such a stay is 
largely discretionary and is based, 
among other things, upon the like- 
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lihood of a reversal of the judg- 
ment appealed from in an appel- 
late court. There being no sub- 
stantial] legal questions apparent 


findings of fact by the trial court. 
Appellate courts rarely reverse 
trial courts on findings of fact 
and are permitted to do so only 
if they find such findings “‘clear- 
ly erroneous,” No showing was 
made on thig hearing to indicate 
that there ig any substantial like- 
lihood of a reversal of the de- 
cision of the District Court. 


The denial of a constitutional 
right, for whatever reason, can- 
not be said to be wanting in seri- 
ous damage merely because the 
damage cannot be measured by 
money. Irreparable injury results 
in the denial of a constitutional 
right, largely because it cannot 
be measured by any known scale 
of value. I do not believe that 
the courts can deny relief when 
asked to prevent a continued de- 
nial of constitutional rights mere- 
ly on the ground that the grant 
of relief will produce difficult or 
unpopular results. See Bush vs. 
Orleans Parish School Board, 268 
F. 2d 78. Nor can a court refuse 
to enforce rights guaranteed under 
the 14th Amendment because the 
State has taken such action as 
to make its problems of compli- 
ance more difficult or even im- 
possible. 


I am of the opinion that the 
quickest disposition that can be 
made of this case, so far as grant- 
ing these plaintiffs their right to 
an education in a State institution, 
as the trial court has clearly found 
that they are entitled to, is the 
best solution not only for them 
but for all others concerned. 


Finding no basis for the grant 
of the stay by the trial court other 
than its recognition of the right 
of every litigant to appeal from an 
adverse decision, I have concluded

Text of Judge Bootle’s Order 
Granting Delay at University 


Here is the text of U.S. \ peal. It specifies the right of the 


District Judge W. A. Bootle’s 
order Monday granting a 
stay of his decree admitting 
two Negroes to the Univer- 
sity of Georgia: 


As the court sees it, the par- 
ticular problem this morning is 
not difficult; it is not compli- 
cated. This court entered its de- 
cree upon findings of fact stating 
the rights of the parties to this 
case as this court understands, 
sees and construes those rights, 
and of course the decree was spe- 
cific, as all decrees ought to be 
in order that interested parties 
may know what they mean. 


At the same time, every lit- 
igant has the right of an appeal 
and this court is entirely hos- 
pitable to the exercise of that 
right with respect to any and all 
of its rulings, and unless there 


are compelling reasons to the con-. 


trary, it is desirable that an 
appeal may be had before the 

appealed from is exe- 
cuted or performed or carried 
out. 


The specificity of the decree 
does not cut off the right of ap- 
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parties if there is no appeal, or 
after the affirmance of the de- 
cree if there is an appeal and 
if the decree should be affirmed. 
Nor does the fact that the decree 
is specific and detailed prejudge 
any future motion that may be 
made for a stay or suspension of 
the decree pending the outcome 
of the appeal. 


The trial court is properly 
vested with a sound and broad 
discretion in allowing or in 
not allowing a stay or suspen- 
sion of the judgment appealed 
from. Of course, something can 
be said for and against a stay in 
this case, but all things consid- 
ered, I think it is perfectly prop- 
er to grant the stay, provided it 
is granted upon certain terms 
and conditions. 


Let me say at this point that 
this court is not allowing this stay 
because of the terms of the ap- 
propriations act or because of any 

on or uncertainty that 
might result from the terms of 
that act. I am allowing this stay 
solely in order that the defendant 
in this case might exercise his 
legal right of appeal in order to 
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test the correctness or incorrect- 
ness of the decree heretofore en- 
tered by this court, and in order 
that he might do so before the 
decree has to be carried out. 


TIME IS ESSENCE 


Now the conditions which I 
refer to should be imposed be- 
cause in a case of this kind time 
is somewhat of the essence and 
versity of Georgia should not be 
deprived of its records and access 
to them any longer than is neces- 
sary.

1, The defendant shall, through 
his counsel, cooperate fully with 
plaintiff's counsel to the end that 
this appeal may be heard and de- 
termined at the earliest practi- 
cable date by the Court of A 
peals, and if possible and prac- 
ticable before the beginning of 
the spring quarter at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 


2. The ‘defendant shall, through 
his counsel, do whatever is 
necessary to be done to enable 
the clerk of this court to prepare 
and transmit the record to the 
Court of Appeals as promptly as 
possible and without delay. 


3. The defendant shall, through 
his counsel, join plaintiffs’ coun- 
sel if plaintiffs’ counsel so desire, 
in respectfully requesting the 
Court of Appeal, if it deems it 
practicable and wise: 


(a) To set this case for an early 
hearing at New Orleans rather 
than awaiting any regular session 
in Atlanta; 

(b) To hear this case upon the 
presently available typewritten 
transcripts of the evidence and 
upon typewritten briefs so as to 
avoid delay incident to printing.

Dear Dr. Molner: I am a 
teen-age boy, and throughout 
the last three weeks my arms 
and legs have ached constantly. 
My parents say I’m having 
“growing pains” that are quite 
common among those my age. 
Do you agree with them or 
should I see a doctor?—Won- 
dering. 


There are words, once popular, 
which still persist even though 
they don’t have any exact mean- 
ing—words like “rheumatism,” 
which can mean anything from 
a charley horse to arthritis: 
“eczma,”’ which can mean any- 
thing from skin infection to al- 
lergy; “‘biliousness,”’ which can 
mean gall bladder disease, a sick 
headache, or something in be- 
tween; “indigestion,” which can 
mean stomach cramps, ulcers or 
coronary heart disease. The words 
themselves aren’t precise at all. 


“Growing pains” is another such 
term, and it’s a dandy, because 
all it means is ‘‘pains.”’ 


But saying they are the result 
of “‘growing’”’ is not true. There 
really is no such thing as ‘‘grow- 
ing pains.” 

Usually such pains in young- 
sters are due to muscle strain or 
fatique. Any muscle working un- 
der a disadvantage is subject to 
strain and fatique. Among these 
disadvantages can be such things 
as excessive use, faulty posture, 
weak arches and foot strain, tight 
heel cords and the like.

For the foregoing reasons, when 
such pains occur, it is a very good 
idea, first of all, to take a dis- 
cerning look at how much activity 
you have been engaging in. Are 
you getting enough rest? Are you 
eating properly? What about foot 
support? This last is called for, 
because “popular” footwear 
among the younger generation 
doesn’t always provide adequate 
support. 


It is possible, occasionally, for 
some actual disease to cause 
pains in the limbs. I’m thinking 
mainly of arthritis, which of 


course can sometimes attack the 
young, and rheumatic fever, 
which, however, does not neces- 
sarily cause joint pains. 


Where these diseases affect the 
joints, the joints are likely to be 
swollen and hot and too painful 
to per | activity. Further ,fe ver 
to permit normal activity. Fur- 
ther, fever and other signs of in- 
fection will be present. 


So, for the incidental pains, my 
thought is to check the common, 
frequent causes, such as I've 
listed; if the pains persist, or 
become severe, or there are any 
reasons to suspect real disease, 
naturally you want medical care.

Gainesville attorney Ernest 
Palmour Jr., who presented 
Foster’s case to the rules com- 
mittee Monday, said Cloer had 
failed to send his name to the 
secretary of state’s offices in 
time to become a legal candi- 
date. 


LETTER MISPLACED 


“‘My candidate (Foster) was the 
only legal candidate on the bal- 
lot,” Palmour said. 


But Cloer, who presented his 
own case, said the letter certi- 
fying his candidacy had been sent 
to the secretary of state’s office 
but that someone had filed it in 
the wrong place. 


Cloer said his opponent had 
looked for it and couldn’t find it, 
but that later a clerk had found 
it and put it in the right place. 


“The point is that the letter was 
in the secretary’s office in time 
for the 30-day deadline.”’ 


OTHER QUESTIONS 


“But the deadline is 45 days,” 
said Palmour, citing a section of 
the Georgia code. 


“It’s also 3 days,” said Cloer, 
citing a different section of the 
Georgia code. 


The deadline, he said, was both 
30 days and 45 days, but that it 
didn’t make any difference wheth- 
er it was 30 days or six months. 
Because the deadline applied only 
for state officers, 


Not only that, but the oppon- 
ents questioned each other about 
residential requirements.

GRADUATED FROM CORNELL 


He was graduated from Cornell 
University where he also received 
his law degree.

crowd. 


About two hours after the dem- 
onstrations began Tate and tlie 
police cornered the two at the 
base of the monument standing 
astride the street in the front of 
the university. They were taken 
fo jail. Their names could not be 
obtained immediately. 


Two other youths who appeared 
to be high school students were 
taken to jail after Tate and a po- 
liceman had previously warned 
them to get off the street and they 
failed to comply. 


Holmes and Miss Hunter, ac- 
companied by his father, her 
mother and two attorneys, en- 
tered the campus grounds shortly 
after 9 a.m. without incident. 


A crowd of some 530 newsmen 
and a few students were on hand. 
There were no incidents. 


Before the Negroes’ car arrived, 
a white man about 30 years old, 
who declined to identify himself, 
attempted to call a group of 
townspeople over to the campus 
to stop the Negroes, but he did 
nothing to block them when they 
arrived. 


The two Negroes were met in 
front of the Administration Build- 
ing by registration counselor M. 
O. Phelpes, who welcomed them 
to the campus and offered his 
assistance. 


The applicants stayed in the 
registrar's office for about an 
hour. They picked up registration 
cards and discussed other details 
with university officials there. 


They then went to conferences 
with their respective deans — 
Holmes to Dean of Arts and 
Sciences John O. Eidson and Miss 
Hunter to Journalism School Dean

Most of the news and camera 
men followed the girl, and Holmes 
came and went without any stu- 
dent hecklers.

“So, the ‘authorities,’ or must 
of them, held while the master’s 
mind was pioneering . . .” 


MOST IN SOUTH 


Today most of the Kraft paper 
industry is located in the South. 


Dr. Herty envisioned the pine- 
pulp industry as the lever which 
he believed would start the South 
on the road to economic improve- 
ment, At one time he stated his 
views on this subject: 


- “In order to give our people a 
living and get them out of one- 
room shacks, it. may be desirable 
in the next 15 years to eat into 
our forest capital. But we've got 
200 million acres of forest land in 
the South, which, if properly pro- 
tected and managed, can yield 
one cord an acre a year.” 


PREACHED CONSERVATION 


In his later years Dr. Herty 
spent a great deal of his time 
preaching conservation and refor- 
estation of cut-over land. He was 
an early proponent of forest 
management — the utilization of 
each tree for its best potential. 


Dr. Herty took up his active in- 
terest in pine trees for paper 
pulp and cellulose relatively late 
in his career as a scientist, 

He was born in Milledgeville 
Dec. 4, 1867, and attended the 
Georgia Military and Agricultural 
College. In 1886 he obtained his 
Ph. B. degree from the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. Four years later 
Johns Hopkins University grant- 
ed him the doctor of philosophy 
| degree. 

In 1899 and 1900, Dr. Herty 
studied further at the Universities 
of Berlin and Zurich. For a time 
he taugit at the University of 
Georgia, but in 1902 he gave up 
his teaching duties to pursue re- 
search in connection with the tur- 
pentine industry. He served with 
the U.S. Bureau of Forestry until 
1904, and the following year de- 
veloped the Herty turpentine cup. 
HEAD CHEMICAL SOCIETY 


Upon completion of this work, 
Dr. Herty accepted a post as pro- 
fessor of chemistry at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, and re- 
mained a member of the faculty 
for 11 years. 

The distinguished Georgian was 
elected president of the American 
Chemical Society in 1915, and was 
re-elected the following year. Upon 
comipletion of his second term, he 
was chosen editor of the society’s 
official organ, the Journal of In- 
dustrial and Engineering Chem-

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In 1921, the Synthetic Organic 
Chemical Manufacturers Associa- 
tion elected Dr. Herty its presi- 
dent, and under his far-sighted 
leadership, the industry solidified 
its position. 

associate also with 
the Chemical Foundation in 1926, 
the noted scientist became active 
in educational work which helped 
to make clear the significance of 
chemistry to national welfare, and 
its importance in alleviating ef- 
fects of illness. 


BECAME CONSULTANT 

In 1928, in addition to main- 
taining his activities for the 
Chemical Foundation, Dr. Herty 
took on the job as industrial con- 
sultant, giving particular attention 
to the industrial development of 
his native Southland. . 


Dr. Herty took the modest title 
of research chemist for the Geor- 
gia Department of Forestry and 
Geological Development to begin 
his final research which resulted 
in the making of newsprint from 
Georgia pines. 


In 1933 he saw the giant presses 
of six Georgia dailies print their 
editions on paper made from 
Georgia pines—the pulp having 
been processed in his modest Sa- 
vannah laboratory, shipped to 
Canada, and there squeezed and 
rolled into paper. 

RECOUNTS PROCESSING 

As the Canadian machine starts 
turning out the Georgia-produced 
paper, let us let Dr. Herty tell of 
his feelings: 

“There was the first sheet of 
commercial newsprint from young 
Georgia pine, pure white and 
smooth-surfaced. John Ball (man- 
ager of the Canadian plant) seized 
a piece to inspect the formation. 

“He was abundantly satisfied. 
He turned to me, his face all 
aglow, and exclaimed, ‘We are 
going to lick it, Doctor.’

17,010 new jobs have been added 
to the economy, representing 
over $54,000,000 in new payrolls 
annually.

In early January throughout 
the business world, businessmen 
are taking inventory and laying 
their plans for the future. 


So do we in this great state 
partnership—the people, the Leg- 
islature and the executive branch. 


What have our combined ef- 
forts produced—what is being ac- 
complished—where do we stand 
financially—what plans can we 
make for improvement in the fu- 
ture? 


By working together in the 
past two years, we have achieved 
two balanced budgets, adding $1

May I now proceed with you and 
with our other partner—the peo- 
ple of this state—to examine this 
record. 


The story of the Vandiver 
administration is told to a great 
extent in the building programs 
and in the plans to advance the 
welfare of the people, their health, 
their happiness and their eco- 
nomic opportunities. 


Now, listen closely to these fig- 
ures. 


They are extremely significant. 

The building program instituted 
by the General Assembly and the 
governor during the first two 
years of this administration and 
for which funds have been set up 
in the annual state budgets, totals 
$225 million.

State School Building 


By far the largest and most 
far-reaching building program is 
the $105 million school construc- 
tion effort, bringing benefits to 
every county on the basis of need 
and attendance.

New grade schools throughout 
the state. 


Badly needed new high schools. 
Gymnasiums to build the body 
as well as train the mind. 


New cafeterias where hot, 
nourishing school lunches can be 
prepared. 


And other vital facilities for 
the children of our state. 


We are making a giant stride 
in this building program toward 
our goal of modern educational 
facilities for every child in 
Georgia. 


And we are pioneering in new 
educational methods. It, has been 
conclusively demonstrated that 
educational television can do 
much to improve the quality of 
education. Accordingly, approval 
has been given for a $500,000 
educational TV station at Way- 
cross to serve a 30-county area. 


Answering the need _ which 
many of you have stressed for 
additional technical training fa- 
cilities, we have embarked on a 
program of building 30 vocational 
and technical trade schools, at 
a cost of $19,000,000, to be lo 
cated in 21 areas throughout the 
state. 


For higher education—for our 
junior and senior colleges in the 
University System—there are 53 
separate building projects costing 
$3342 million.

- The research addition to the 
Talmadge Memorial Hospital in 
Augusta will enable us to carry 
on one of the most outstanding 
medical research programs in the 
whole South. 


A multipurpose building for 
Georgia State College will heip 
that institution make an even 
more effective contribution to. 
higher education. 


Forty-four other projects, em- 
bracing every conceivable type 
of facility, are under way on the 
campuses of our junior and sen- 
ior colleges throughout the state. 


Mental Health 


In the long neglected field of 
mental health, we have under way 


an $18-million building program. 
It embraces:

Activation of new physical plant 
facilities, 


Better maintenance, 
Improved student counseling, 


Expansion and operation of the 
newly acquired junior colleges at 
Augusta, Columbus and Savannah, 


Broadened adult education and 
strengthened agricultural and in- 
dividual research. 


Health Program 


Turning now to public health, 
there has been an increase of 
$4,500,000 during the past two 
years—the greatest increase ever 
made in a@ comparable period. 


Included here have been... 

. . « Two million dollars in 
added support for operations at 
the Milledgeville State Hospital 


. . » Additional funds of $500,000 
to open 100 new beds at the Tal- 
madge Memorial Hospital ... 


. . . An $850,000 increase for 
operations at Gracewood ... 


. .. And provision of more than 
$1,000,000 for other expanded state- 
wide health services. 


For the first time, units for 
colored patients have been opened 
at Gracewood. 


We have achieved a much more 
effective health program through 
reorganization, transferring Méil- 
ledgeville State Hospital, Grace- 
wood and Alcoholism Commission 
to the Health Department and 
creating a Mental Health Division 


‘in that department. 


At Milledgeville, we can list 
significant accomplishments: 


More professional personnel. 


Improved sanitation and water 
supply.

In the Welfare Department, 
total assistance benefit payments 
have climbed some $5,000,000.

Summing up, support of current 
operations of the state’s major 
functions, in terms of expendi- 
tures, has been boosted to the 
highest point in history.

This increase was accomplished 
without the levy of a single new 
or additional tax whatsoever. 


But I would remind you that 
the record of this administration

A reorganized prison system is 
being administered more effec- 
tively than ever before. 


The State Highway Patrol has 
been considerably strengthened 
by the addition of 50 state 
troopers. 


Installation of modern  ac- 
counting methods, machine rec- 
ords and far better enforcement 
procedures in the Revenue De- 
partment, have brought about 
— improved tax administra- 
on. 


A pay-as-you-earn personal in- 
come tax withholding plan has 
been installed. 


Idle state funds are now in- 
vested at a rate which will pro 
duce in excess of a million dol- 
lars annually. This should im- 
prove as experience is gained. I 
commend the fiscal officers of the 
Highway Department and _ the 
Board of Regents for the splen- 
did results which they have 
achieved in investing idle funds. 


Several recommendations for 
an improved State insurance pro- 
gram are under study, and a final 
plan should be ready for sub- 
mission to you next January. 


The constitutional impediment 
to State aid for municipalities 
has been removed, 


As you know, we have sought 
in every way possible to strength- 
en the legislative branch. We have 
activated and revamped the Fi- 
nance Commission, created the 
office of Legislative Counsel and 
barred concurrent service in the 
legislative and executive branches. 


Not only that, you and I have 
written into a law a stringent 
conflict-of-interest statute — an 
“*honesty-in-government” act — 
giving teeth to the precept that 
a public office is a public trust! 


Competitive Bidding 

Despite a $60 million increase 
in total state spending in this 
administration, it will be a source 
of gratification to the taxpayers 
of Georgia to know that in the 
last two-year period the number 
of purchase orders processed by 
the purchasing department is 
down 2,200 in number. In fiscal 
1959, the cost of goods and serv- 
ices was $4 million less than in 
1958: and in 1960, it was $142 mil- 
lion less than in 1958. 


Considering expanded state ac- 
tivity and increased budgets of 
departments buying goods and 
services, these figures reflect, 
conservatively, a saving in the 
Purchasing Department alone of 
at least $5,000,000 annually dve 
to competitive bidding and care- 
ful buying practices.

It will contain my 
recommendations for state opera- 
tions in the coming two fiscal 
years. 


I ask that you give careful 
study to the matter it contains. 


Particularly, do I call your at- 
tention to that portion of the 
budget message containing my 
recommendations for a ‘‘crash”’ 
program that must be undertak- 
en now to widen and resurface 
our arterial highways in Georgia 
to protect the taxpayer’s invest- 
ment and to prevent them from 
deteriorating further after 30 
years of wanton neglect. 


University of Georgia 

On last Friday, on the very 
eve of this General Assembly ses- 
sion, a federal judge in Macon, 
issued a sweeping edict, the 
harsh and vicious terms of which 
threaten to destroy or disrupt the 
University of Georgia. 


Today, even at this very hour, 
events are transpiring which you 
and I must watch closely—even 
hourly—and must meet. 


About two hours ago the feder- 
al district court granted a super- 
sedeas in the university case con- 
ditioned upon an appeal. 

That will be done. 


Child Protection 


At the last session, there was 
created the General Assembly 
Committg§g@n Schools. 

Though its report was not unan- 
imous, while varying views were 
were expressed, there was unani- 
mity on one significant point, that 
is, the need for a child. protec- 
tion amendment in our State Con- 
stitution. 
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Vandiver’s Address : 
Is Hailed by HOPE 
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You and I must now look to the 
education of Georgia youth. 


We must intelligently preserve 
and protect the educational pro- 
cess consistent with the will of 
the mothers and fathers of Geor- 
gia and the best interests of their 
children. 


We cannot abandon public edu- 
cation—no one wants this—no one 
has ever proposed that be done. 


All Georgians know that in oth- 
er states the federal courts have 
struck down segregation laws in 
each instance where the same 
have been litigated. 


All Georgians know that the 
federal courts are moving swift- 
ly against Southern thought and 
culture and that they are doing 
so with a viciousness peculiar 
only to tyranny and dictatorship. 


Legal defenses that were enact- 
ed by the General Assembly—two, 
three, four or five years ago—are 
not presently enough in light of 
developments to afford all possi- 
ble protection to the people. 


The people of Georgia are en- 
titled to be masters of their own 
fate, and have the inherent right, 
yes, the God-given right, to de- 
termine their own destiny. 


We know not what the future 
holds—but anticipating that worse 
will come to worse—we must pro- 
vide a new plate of armor, gird 
ourselves against the sweeping 
and insidious onslaught of forced 
integration in Georgia schools. 


As governor of this state, and 
in league with the overwhelming 
majority of the people of Geor- 
gia, I propose that this historic 
General Assembly take the neces- 
sary action to afford to the par- 
ents and children of this state a 
new protection. 


The administration at this ses- 
sion will present for your consid- 
eration a child protection amend- 
ment designed to guarantee every 
Georgia child his God-given right 
to freedom of association and un- 
der no circumstances could he or 
she be forced to attend school 
wherein intolerable conditions 
exist.

The alternative to local option, 
he said, is violence. ‘‘It will have 
to work or we'll have another 
New Orleans and we can’t have 
that.” 


He also predicted that adminis- 
tration leaders would suggest 
ways during this session to modi- 
fy the county unit system. 


Rep. Ralph McClelland of Ful- 
ton said the governor had laid 
down an ambitious program for 
the next two years. “I am most 
gratified to see that the governor 
has made a start at least in 
charting some future course for 
the preservation of public educa- 
tion in Georgia.”

received only the most sparing 
applause—half a dozen well- 
spaced splatters. But the mem- 
bers demonstrated that they 
could clap their approval when 
House Speaker George Smith in- 
terrupted proceedings at 10:40 
a.m. to announce a stay in the 
University of Georgia integration 
order. 


“This means,” said Speaker 
Smith, “‘that the University will 
NOT be closed today!” 


APPLAUSE PREMATURE 


Applause crackled like summer 
lightning over the House. Mem- 
bers were out of session before 
they learned the stay had been 
overruled. 


If the membership of the two 
bodies has an infusion of new 
blood, it also has a seasoning of 
old-hand experience. Sen. Spence 
Grayson, longtime legislator from 
Chatham County, returned after 
several years’ absence, Sen. How- 
ard Overby of Hall County is 
back. Rep. Pat McCutcheon of 
Gilmer, who served as clerk of 
the House during the Arnall ad- 
ministration, was sworn in after 
an absence of 10 years. 


New rules, mostly aimed at 
expediting procedure, were an- 
nounced for both the House and 
the Senate, and a new schedule 


of hours was declared for the 
House. For this term at least, 
committee meetings and public 
hearings will be set for mornings 
and the actual sessions of the 
House will not begin until noon. 
Speaker Smith announced that 
the House will also work on 
Saturday this week. 


NEW GALLERY RULES 


Old hours prevail in the Senate, 
where the noon opener was tried 
and rejected during the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Griffin. 


The. business of reelecting 
Speaker Smith, Clerk Glenn El- 
lard and a staff of messengers, 
doorkeepers and other attaches 
went off swiftly, with almost ab- 
sent-minded attention in the 
House. In every case after the 
routine nominating speeches, the 
official or attache was named by 
unanimous consent. 


One of the new rules extended 
to the gallery, where cards of ad- 
mission are now required, osten- 
sibly in an effort to enforce segre- 
gation among spectators. Mrs. 
Dollie Bailey, hostess, issued 
cards good for the session to a 
standing-room audience of white 
people. About a dozen Negroes, 
including a group of state PTA 
leaders from Macon, sat in the 
roped off area reserved for them. 
They remained expressionless 
and impassive during Gov. Van- 
diver’s address and when the 
announcement came on the inte- 
gration stay order.

Vandiver said, ‘‘Legal defenses 
that were enacted by the General 
Assembly two, three, four or five 
years ago are not presently 
enough in light of developments 
to afford all possible protection 
to the people.” 


He continued, ‘‘We must pro- 
vide a new plate of armor, gird 
ourselves against the sweeping 
and insidious onslaught of forced 
integration in Georgia schools.” 


It was at that point that he an- 
nounced he will ask “this historic

General Assembly (to) take the 
necessary action to afford to the 
parents and children of this state 
a. new protection.” He said his 
“child protection amendment’ 
would provide the new armor. 


The governor’s message obvi- 
ously was being rewritten almost 
hourly ‘until it was delivered at 
noon to cope with changing sets 
of circumstances as the university 
suit moved through the federal 
courts. 


Vandiver made It clear he will 
not be included in any move to 
modify the county unit system. 


He said, ‘‘We will do our utmost 
to preserve, protect and defend 
Georgia's county unit system 
against all assaults.”

Before Byrd’s speech, the Sen- 
ate organized. it elected Carl 
Sanders of Augusta as president 
pro-tem. 


Sanders, still acting as ad- 
ministration floor leader, intro- 
duced the Senate’s first bill—a 
companion measure to the admin- 
istration’s road maintenance bond 
issue. The Senate measure, en- 
dorsed by 37 other senators, per-

LAWS FALL SHORT 


The proposal seeking to knock 
down the state’s current segrega- 
tion laws says: 


“Experience has shown that 
the following laws have: 1. Failed 
to accomplish their purpose; 2. 
Have encouraged litigation, and 
3. Have facilitated class action.” 


The bill would repeal all laws 
“which would require any classi- 
fication of students in the public 
schools of this state solely on the 
basis of race.” 


MITCHELL’S PROPOSALS 


Mitchell said his Senate bills 
will be in “two packages” —a bill 
which will seek to repeal all ex- 
isting school-closing laws and a 
package bill embodying pupil 
placement, local option and edu- 
cational tuition grants. 


Leaders of the groups in both 
the House and Senate emphasized 
the effort was being made by 
elected officials of two and four- 
unit counties and said there were 
no signatures from legislators of 
the six largest counties on the 
original bills. 


It was expected that lawmakers 
from the ‘larger counties would 
join the movement later. 


PLAN RECOMMENDED 


The local option plan was rec- 
ommended to.the state last. spring 
by a majority of the 19-member 
Sibley Committee which toured 
the state rounding up voter senti- 
ment, 


Repeal of the existing segre- 
gation laws has been urged by 
several officials of the Georgia 
Bar Association. 


Among the bills which would 
be repealed are those providing 
an automatic cut-off of state funds 
to public schools ordered inte- 
grated, giving the governor power 
to close the schools, stopping local 
school systems or municipalities 
from supplying school funds, and 
others.

. A “get-tough”’ policy in Munici- 
‘pal Court toward habitual offend- 
ers has resulted in a drastic re- 
“duction in the number of persons 
‘arrested for public drunkenness, 
Judge Luke Arnold said Monday. 


. 
Arnold said arrests for drunkéh- 
‘ness during November and De- 
cember dropped 20 per cent under 
corresponding months of 1959 and 
resulted in savings of $25,000 per 
month in taxpayers’ money. 


Arnold said the full effect of 


the program was not felt until 
the last two months in the year. 


The program was undertaken 
last fall as a joint move by 
Judges Arnold and James Webb 
in an effort to cut down the num- 
ber of persons arrested on drunk 
charges. 


Instead of the usual $15 or 15 
days, they agreed to give habitual 
offenders 60 days in the prison 
farm each. 


Prison Farm Supt. H. H. Gib- 
son protested that increased sen- 
tences vastly overcrowded facili- 
ties at the farm. 


Arnold and Webb agreed to cut 
the sentence to 30 days, but they 
said those who came back to 
court after serving the sentence 
would be bound over to Fulton 
and DeKalb criminal courts. 


When the new policy was put 
into \effect, an average of 5,000 
persons were being processed each 
month through municipal court on 
drunk charges, Arnold said. He 
added during November such ar- 
rests dropped below 4,000 for the 
first time in many months.

Oregano Has Found Its Place on Popularity List 
And Now the Spice Is Convenient for Inspired Cooks

A “blast-off” might be the 
term to describe the way ore- 


gano has rocketed to fame on 
American spice shelves. Twenty- 
years ago cook books, almost 
without exception, called it 
“wild marjoram.” 


If this tantalizing herb was 
used in an occasional recipe, 
the cook had to go to an 
Italian or Spanish grocery store 
to find it. Now, oregano is high 
on the spice popularity list, 
easily among the big ten in 
sales figures. 


Oregano is a perennial herb 
of the mint family, known also 
as origan, origanum, Mexican 
@pegano and Mexican sage. 


As two of its names imply, 
oregano has always been a 
great favorite with Mexican 
cooks, giving distinction to chile- 
con-carne and a wide variety 
of chili dishes. 


Oregano is imported from 
Greece, Italy and France as 
well as Mexico. It’s not surpris- 
ing then that oregano began its 
climb to culinary fame when 
Gls, returning from Ttaly after 
World War II, began telling 
everyone about this fabulous 
pie-like creation called “‘pizza.” 
What gave it an_ irresistible 
flavor, they explained, was a 
wonderful herb named “ore- 
gano.”” Today, of course, the 
highways of America are lined 
with pizza parlors. 


Italian cooks used oregano in 
some of their most inspired 
dishes — concoctions rich in 
mushrooms, tomato, garlic and 
melted cheese. With veal, sweet 
sausage and lamb. Add a pinch 
of oregano to gravies, soups 
and stews, too, when you have 
to make a budget dish taste like 
an epicure’s choice.

NEW YORK—Today it was Kennedy by a landslide—not Jack 
but Jackie.

No one condones illegal recruiting activities which lead to pro- 
bation, and Auburn is a two-time loser before the NCAA jury. 
The Plainsmen are now in their fifth year of probation. It is our 
theory—a theory highly unpopular with coaches and officials—that 
alumni of every college playing major football violate the code in 


some form every year. 


The blight of probation, of course, dims the brightest success 
chapter in Auburn football history, and under NCAA law other sports 


share the blame. 


Keeping up morale under a long probation term is a difficult 
chore. But the Auburn coaches achieved this remarkable feat. 
The football team lost only eight games over the five-year span 
and won a national championship in 1957. The basketball team 


won the SEC crown last year.

This is the Roger Kaiser story. 


Every time the 6-1 Dale, Ind., 
player steps on a basketball court 
in Georgia Tech colors, he is good 
for 20.0 points, on the average. 


That, mind you, is for a career 
of 65 games. All told, he’s scored 
1,301 points. 


So in less than two and one- 
half seasons, Kaiser is only 63. 
points from establishing a new 
Georgia Tech career record for 
points. Bobby Kimmel holds the 
record of 1,363 points, but this 
came in four seasons. 


With a little bit of luck, Kaiser 
can crash that career record bar- 
rier Jan. 16 in Starkville, Miss., 
against Mississippi State, the Jack- 
ets’ third foe hence. With a good 
bit of luck, he could crack the 
Standard Saturday in Oxf ord,: 


* Miss., against Ole Miss. 


In either case, Tech will need 
these points, and more in the Mis- 
Sissippi wilds. 

This season, according to offi- 
cial Tech figures, Kaiser has 
scored 281 points in 11 games, a 
pre-game average of 25.3. That's 
easily the best in the Southeast- 
ern Conference. 

A good average, yes. Check 
these other figures on the mod- 
est young man. He’s hit on 101 
of 231 field goal attempts, a 
43.7 percentage. And he’s fired 
in 79 of 88 free throws, a whop- 
ping 89.8 per cent. 


Also he has contributed 47 re- 
bounds, and committed only 18 
fouls. 


This is good, But Kaiser, amaz- 
ingly, isn’t the best percentage 
shooter on the team. That hon- 
or goes to big Josh Powell, the 
6-7 Stanford, Ky., fellow. He's 
scored on 19 of 35 field goal at- 
tempts for a 54.3 median; on 10 
of 11 free throws for 90.9 per 
cent. 

Just a final footnote, Kaiser 
has already eclipsed the school’s 
three-year scoring record of 1,- 
266, set by Buddy Blemker in 
1957-59. He’s 35 ahead of that.

Game Board Considering 
Allowing Killing of Doe, Too 


By TOM STODDARD 


The Georgia Game and Fish 
Commission, after ending one of 
the most successful deer seasons 
in history, is considering recom- 
mending the adoption of new 
laws which would allow hunters 
to kill both doe and buck deer 
as early as the 1961 season. 


State Game and Fish director 
Fulton Lovell said that such a 
change is being considered, and 
that experiments in the plan had 
been tried successfully in sev- 
eral southwest Georgia counties. 


It is held that now that legali- 
zation of the killing of the doe 
would not be harmful to the state’s 
deer population. Studies by game 
technicians have shown that as 
many as 22,500 deer, about 12,500 
more than killed this year, could 
be bagged without harming the 
state’s breeding stock. This total 
could apparently consist of both 
buck and doe deer. 


ELSEWHERE OUTDOORS— 
Lovell also said recently that the 
use of toxic poisons in the eradi- 
cation of fire ants in the state is 
harmful to the state’s game, and 


added that a research program as 
to the effect of such poisons is 
being conducted. The Chatham 
County grand jury has been in- 
vestigating the fire ant eradica- 
tion program. .. .

vote strikes at the Senate’s unique position of being a protector of 
minority rights, Sen. Russell told his colleagues Monday. 


Russell engaged in a colloquy 
with Sen. Clark, D-Pa. who 
wants to change the Senate’s 
rules for limiting debate, and 
with Sen Stennis, D-Miss., who 
opposes the change. 

The debate is going on against 
the background of an opinion by 
Vice President Nixon that a sec- 
tion of the current limitation of 
debate rule is unconstitutional. 


Russell has challenged sharply 
Nixon’s opinion. Contending that 
the Senate is a continuing body, 
Russell said that either all of the 
Senate’s rules should continue 
from one session to another, or 
that none should do so. 


The Georgia senator also chal- 
lenged the right of Nixon, as a 
member of the executive branch 
of the government, to attempt to 
determine what Senate rules are 
constitutional.
